WASHINGTON, Oct. 17— 


(/P)—Air Secretary Syming- 
ton hit Navy criticism of the 
Air Force today as old, 
"false" tales, and said it 
would be a good idea to in- 
crease the Air Force now 
that Russia has the A-bomb. 


Symington was before the house 


armed 
services 
committee, 
de- 


fending the flying service against 
the barrage of charges the navy 
has hurled in 10 days of hearings. 


First off, he rapped the admirals' 


for even bringing the interservice 
row over military policies into the 
open. He said it has resulted in 
letting 
possible 
enemies 
know 


"how this country would be de- 
fended: 


In a statement and in a question 


and answer session with the com- 
mittee members, he made these 
main points: 


1. It is "not true," as the navy 


charges, that the air force "favors 
mass atomic bombing of citizens." 


2. It is "equally false" that the 


air force is over-emphasizing the 
a-bomb carrying B-36 long-range 
bomber and neglecting other types 
of air craft. 


3. He is not opposed to air- 


plane carriers and believes the 
navy and mairine corps should 
have their own air arms. 


4. The navy, to his knowledge 


has been carrying on organized 
attacks since January, 1947, against 
the B-36. He said that even now 
a second annoymous document is 
in circulation that attempts to rip 
apart strategic bombing. He said 
it is "far more dangerous than

Snow And Cold 
In Rockies Area 


By the Associated Press 


A swirling white preview at 


winter banked five - foot snow 
drifts in Montana today and dip- 
ped temperatures in the Rocky 
mountains area as low as 12 
degrees. 


The windy snowfall was in con- 


trast to the pleasant autumn wea- 
ther which prevailed over most 
of the eastern half of the country. 


North winds, recorded at 55- 


mile speed in top gusts, piled 
the snow which fell mainly on the 
eastern slopes of the northern 
Rockies and in the 
northwest 


plains area adjacent. The actual 
Call langed from six inches at Cut 
Bank, Mont., and five inches in 
Yellowstone National Park to ap- 
proximately one inch in most of 
the area. 


No emergency conditions were 


caused by the storm, authorities 
said. The early morning minimum 
of 12 degrees was reported at Cut 
Bank. The mercury was under the 
freezing mark at most Montana 
points. The strength of the wind 
varied, mostly in a range iron 
15 to 45 miles an hour, but lessen 
ing of speed was predicted toda: 
by the weather bureau.

In long hearings, the navy has 


complained 
that present policy 


puts too much stress on the air 
force B-36 big bombers and cuts 
down on the navy. 


Admiral after admiarl has taken 


the stand to belittle the possibilit- 
iest of the bomber. Their general 
contention has been that the big 
plane could not get through an 
enemy's defenses and would ac- 
complish little if it did. 


Symington said the B-36 still 


is "the best long-range bomber 
known." 


He added-: 
"The ability bo fight from our 


own shores at the start of any war 
should not be looked on with con- 
tempt." 
Reach Any I'art of World 
The B-36 was designed with the 


idea that it would be able to fly 
from bases in this country on 
missions against an enemy in any 
part of the world. 


Major missions would be hitting 


war production 
centers fo the 


enemy. 


This type of air war is called 


"strategic bombing," 


Symington, when he told of the 


new anonymous document, said 
it is entitled "the strategic bomb- 
ing myth." 


He said it is circulating around 


the country and has a "disturbing 
similarity" to arguments the com- 
mittee has been hearing from the 
navy—even identical quotaions. 


It is far more dangerous than 


the first document Symington went 
on, because it attacks methods, 
principles, and objectives upon 
which the country must rely in 
the event of war. 


The first anonymous document 


which has figured in the navy- 
air force row was circulated on 
Capital Hill last summer. It sug- 
gested that the B-36 procurement 
program was surrounded by ir-

WASHINGTON, "oct. 17— (£>)— 


A Senate-House conference com- 
mittee today leached "complete 
agreement" on a farm price sup- 
port bill. 


Chairman Blmer Thomas (D- 


Okla.) of the Senate conferees, 
announced the compromise and 
said it calls for 90 per cent of 
jarity supports next year for col- 
ion, corn, wheat, rice and pea- 
nuts. 


Tobacco previously had been 


assured supports at this level be- 
cause both the Senate and House 
passed bills providing it.

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* The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
l> S. Steel Has Boxed Itself 
So it Can't Settle Differences

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18—John L. Lewis is 


now about as sore at U. S. Steel as his once 
friend, now rival CIO chief Phil Murray. This 
was behind John'L.'s sudden walkout from the 
conference with northern operators at White 
Sulphur Springs, Va., and here is the inside 
story of what happened. 


Lewis had put out a "feeler" ' to northern 


owners that they settle the strike by increasing 
the 20-cent welfare fund payments to 30 cents 
a ton. Also, Lewis suggested a small, straight 
wage increase, plus a seven-hour day at the 
same wages the miners now receive for eight 
hours work. 


All this was not a take-it-or-leave-it demand, 


but a suggested basis for negotiation. The mi- 
ner boss made it clear that he was chiefly in- 
terested in a boost in welfare-fund payments. 


The very fact that Lewis had made an "of- 


fer"—even through the feeler method—was big 
news, since up till then both sides had shied 
away from making the first overture. 


However, U. S. Steel, which controls the 


coal strike talks almost as tightly as it controls 
the position of management in the steel strike, 
.When the coal operators discussed big John's 
secret proposal, Harry Moses, president of the 
U. S. Steel's H. C. Frick Coal company, would 
have no part of it. 


George Love of the Pittsburgh Consolidation 


Coal company, who works hand-in-glove with 
U. S. Steel, also objected — which meant that 
Lewis' '"feeler" was a dead duck. 


Reason for U. S. Steel's opposition: It can't 


,give Lewis more than it gives Phil Murray. 


In fact, U. S. Steel already has many indus- 


trial leaders sore because two years ago it gave 
Lewis a welfare fund with no contribution from 
the union. 
Despite this, U. S. Steel has turned around 
and is demanding that the steelworkers them- 
selves contribute something to their proposed 
welfare fund. 
. Therefore, if U. S. Steel's captive coal com- 
pany now increases Lewis' welfare fund without 
any payments from labor, Phil Murray would 
make a fresh set of demands on behalf of the 
United Steelworkers. 


When Lewis learned that his /'feeler" had 


been rejected, he was fit to be tied. Insiders 
expected him to barge into the next meeting, 
spewing fire and verbal brimstone at the nor- 
thern operators. 
Instead, he walked in without 


saying a word, sat for five minutes scowling at 
the window. 
Then, as contemptuous as when 


he entered, he walked out. 


Figuring that Lewis had gone to the men's 


room, the northern operators waited and wait- 
ed. Finally they learned that John was already 
on his way to Bluefield, W. Va., to confer with 
southern operators. 


Johnson Worries Over Tito 
Shooting from the hip, Secretary of Defense 


Johnson brought U. S. foreign policy up to date 
the other day for the men who must vote the 
money to finance it. 


Johnson was the star witness at a closed- 


door session of the Senate Appropriations com- 
mittee. 
The state department was also repre- 


sented by undersecretary of state James Webb, 
but he faltered and fumbled under the senators' 
withering cross-examination. 
With two excep- 


tions, however, Johnson snapped back the an- 
swers without hesitation. 
These two involved 


Yugoslavia. 


The secretary of defense readily admitted 


that Yugoslavia was the most explosive spot 
on the globe, and warned: 


"Anything can happen there any day, any 


moment." 


But he wouldn't say whether the United 


States is committed to rush arms to Tito, or 
what the U. S. plans to do in case of a clash. 
Those \vere the only questions the secretary of 
defense ducked. 


Johnson was more optimistic about Greece, 


predicted that the United States will be able 
to walk out and leave Greece standing on her 
own two feet in eight to 12 months. Only two 
pockets of Communist guerrillas are left, he 
said. 
Ail that remains for the Greek govern- 


ment is to wipe out these pockets and guard 
the borders against Communist outsiders. 


Senator Burnet 
Maybank, South 
Carolina 


Democrat, asked the undersecretary of state 
about Spain. 


"Are our relations with Spain improving?" 


he inquired. 


"Very definitely," replied undersecretary of 


state Webb. 


"Is that just a Columbus day declaration, or 


are relations actually improving?" broke in 
Senator Styles Bridges, New Hampshire Repub- 
lican. 


"Our relations with Spain are actually im- 


proving," reiterated Webb. 
Undersecretary Forgets 
The next hot subject brought up was China. 


Groping a bit for words, Webb explained that 
Secretary of State Acheson had assigned three 
groups to study China, then had invited twenty 
prominent citizens last week to consult on the 
question. 


Bridges promptly asked for the names of the 


twenty citizens, but Webb could think of only 
two—former secretary of state George Marshall 
and former Republican presidential candidate 


Harold Stassen. 
Bridges then demanded that 


the committee be furnished the other eighteen. 


Another consistent critic "of our China policy, 


Senator Knowland, California Republican, asked 
about the $75,000,000 President Truman had 
asked as a blank check to aid China. 


"Will this $75,000,000 be used if it is author- 


ized?" asked Knowland. 


Webb hesitated, but Johnson spoke up bluntly. 
"As far as the defense department is con- 


cerned," he declared, "it wouldn't be asked for 
unless we intended to use it." 
For Atlantic Pact 
Senators Ken Wherry of Nebraska and Ho- 


mer Ferguson of Michigan, also Republicans, 
asked about the defense plans of the Atlantic 
pact nations. They pointed out that, under the 
law, arms for Europe could not be sent until 
an integrated defense plan was worked out. 


"How," asked Ferguson, "can you ask for 


appropriations for arms implementation if no 
defense plan has been submitted?" 


Johnson replied that the Atlantic pact na- 


tions have been working on a defense plan 
since October 5. Although no formal plan has 
been agreed upon, the tentative plan is in such 
shape that defense officials felt they could go 
ahead. 
A comprehensive strategy would be 


ready by January, but the President wanted 
the appropriations also to be available so he 
could act without delay, Johnson added. 


The senators went away from the meeting 


impressed, if not always satisfied, with John- 
son's answers. They liked the secretary of de- 
fense's "refreshing frankness." 


Big Drive on to Get Women 
To Exercise Their Suffrage

WASHINGTON — Today's professional fight- 


ers for the rights of women have a far more 
modest goal than the vision of political equality 
with men, which inspired the early suffragette 
leaders to their noble efforts. 
* 


The great political purge, the great revitaliz- 


ing of the whole American governmental pro- 
cess which giving the vote to women was sup- 
posed to produce, never materialized. 
It has 


turned out that women really don't give much 
of a hoot about voting. If they do get around 
to it, it's usually at their husband's urging. And 
when they scan the ballot, if they don't see the 
name of a man whom they think to be "cute," 
chances are they'll follow their husband's advice 
on the matter. 


The great social and economic liberation 


which political freedom was supposed to pro- 
duce for the gals has been the other way 
around. What little political influence they ex- 
ert today has largely been won through the so- 
cial and economic liberation they got at first. 
And those freedoms have been won more by 
such crusaders as Max Factor and Hattie Car- 
negie than by the professional women's rights 
fighters. 


In short, the women who bother to worry 


about it are now ready to admit that politics 
is a man's game — Perle Mesta, Ginger Rogers' 
mother and Bogey's Baby notwithstanding. 
It 


will be recalled that the latter two women fig- 
ured rather inconspicuously in the congressional 
Hollywood Commie Hollywood probe a couple 
of years ago. 
Exceptions Are Rare 
The exceptions such as Margaret Chase Smith 


and Helen Gahagan Douglas have been too rare 
over the years to prove anything except their 
rarity. 


Proof of all of this can be found in the big 


new program of the League of Women Voters 
which has just been launched here. A spokes- 
man for the League calls it, "the most ambitious 
drive this organization has ever undertaken." 
The official announcement explains it as "a 
series of eleven regional conferences to train 
leaders of the League in ways to arouse women 
voters to accept party responsibility." 


Miss Anna Lord Strauss, national president of 


the League, sounds the following keynote: 


"The connecting link between yon and your 


government officials is the political party. High 
government officials will make the final de- 
cisions on problems of peace and prosperity, 
but it is the political party that determines who 
these officials shall be. You can take an active 
part in the political party if you wish. 'Politics 
is everybody's business'." 


Compared to the fighting talk of such old-time 


leaders of women as Susan B. Antony, Miss 
Strauss's keynote is pretty mild. It would cer- 
tainly be a shock to Susan B. Anthony to dis- 
cover that 100 years later, her valiant and 
successful flfeht to get women the vote had de- 
generated into a fight to get them to use it. 


Show 'Em The Way 
The big excuse the League gives today for 


women failing to take a significant place in 
U. S. politics is that it's just too tough for them 
to get started in the game. This drive, appar- 
ently, is to cure that by showing them how to 
get started. 


A pamphlet called "What's _the U. S. to You? 


—a Quiz," is to be the Bible" and guide of the 
League's drive. 
The publication is unique in 


that none of the questions which are asked in 
it are answered. The questions are supposed to 
be so challenging to the female mind that they 
send the reader off in hot chase for the answers. 
Then when she finds the answers she'll be all 
fired up to get into politics. 


A League spokesman explains the interesting 


reason for a pamphlet in this unusual form. 
For six years the League staff tried to get one 
out which was to be mailed "Know* Your Party." 
They finally discovered there wasn't enough 
difference between the -principles of the nation- 
al Democratic and Republican organizations to 
fill even a small pamphlet. 
Then they dis- 


covered that there were too many differences 
among the state organizations of the same party 
for even a large pamphlet to try to explain. 
So they put all of the unanswered questions 
which they had been collecting over a period 
of six years and made a pamphlet out of them 
instead. 


By flooding the country with the League's 


new quiz publication and with the 11 regional 
conferences Miss Strauss hopes that by the 1950 
election "all women will be active workers in 
the party of their choice."

The Doctor Says 


Sulfa Drugs and Penicillin Are 
Used to Help Cure Mastoiditis

A hard bony protuberance lies 


back of the ear lobe. 
This is 


called the mastoid process. This 
bone is not completely solid, but 
contains small pockets or cells of 
air known as mastoid cells. These 
cells can become infected. When 
this hapuens the serious condition 
known as mastoiditis is present. 


Mastoiditis 
usually 
develops 


from the spread of infections from 
the middle ear, which is a small 
cavity lying just behind the drum 
membrane. 
When there is pus 


under pressure in the middle ear, 
the infection may spread to the air 
cells of the mastoid bone. 


In acute mastoiditis, the symp- 


toms come principally from pres- 
sure of the infection and pus with- 
in the 
air cells. The mastoid 


process back of the ear becomes 
painful, redness and swelling are 
common, and especially noticeable 
is the tenderness when pressure is 
put on the mastoid bone. 
Enter Sulfa Drug's 
Since the discovery of the sulfa 


drugs and penicillin, the frequency 
of 
dangerous 
mastoiditis 
has 


dropped, considerably. Many pa- 
tients with severe infections of the 
middle ear are treated at once 
with the sulfa preparations or

In the past, many mastoid in- 


fections became chronic and an 
operation was necessary.

In other cases, a so-called 
radical operation was necessary 
which meant a going into the mas- 
toid bone and scraping out most 
of the infected cells.

The simplicity of Canasta is 


what has helped it to sweep 
the country. It is true that the 
game has a lot of little gadgets, 
but they are quickly learned. 


The 
only 
unfortunate 
thing 


about the game is that I hear peo- 
ple say—in Cleveland they do this, 
and in California they do that. 
I admit there is a little variation 
in the Argentine and the United 
Stales rules. However, card play- 
ers in the United States like uni- 
form rules, so once again I am 
going to devote an article in clear- 
ing up a few of the confusing 
points.

Question: Our 
side has 1580 


points on the score. This means 
we need '90 points for our initial 
meld. I now commit an irregular- 
ity which carries with it a penalty 
of 100 points. Do I subtract that 
penalty from my score, making it 
1480 and reducing my minimum 
meld requirement from 90 to 50 
points? 


Answer: No. The penalty is not 


deductible immediately. Penalties 
and bonuses are added on at the 
end of -tie hand. Therefore as far 
as your minimum meld require- 
ment is concerned your score is 
1580 points and you still need 90 
points for your initial meld.

Question: My partner made an 


initial meld of two aces and a. 
joker, satisfying the minimum 
meld requirement. When it came 
my turn, the up-card of the pack 
was an ace. I wanted to pick up 
the ace and play it on my part- 
ner's meld, but my opponents said 
1 had to draw from the stock pile 
for my first draw. Were they 
right? 


Answer: Your opponents were 


wrong. As long as the discard pile 
was,not frozen and your partner 
had made an initial meld you can 
pick up the ace and play it on the 
meld. The melds of your partner 
are also your melds. As a matter 
of fact only one player on each 
side should keep the melds. There 
is nothing in the rules which re- 
quires you to make your first draw 
from the stock pile, if you can 
legally use the up-card on the 
pack.

Question: As I understand it 


the important thing in Canasta is 
to get 1he discard pile, therefore 
I claim you do not have to try and 
remember all the discards in that 
pile. Is that right? 


Answer: No, you are wrong. It 


is true that it is important to al- 
ways try to get the discard pile, 
but what happens when you can- 
not and you have to make a dis- 
card? If there are three kings 
melded and you remember there 
are three kings in the discard pile, 
you know you awe perfectly safe 
in discarding a king, if the pack 


frozen; and fairly safe even 


though the pack isn't frozen, as 
there is only one more king out. 
* * * 


Question: I was watching a 


player the other night and his side 
needed only 50 points for a mini- 
mum meld. He had two aces in 
his hand with a deuce and a joker. 
He melded the two aces and the 
deuce. Should he not have meld- 
ed the joker instead of the deuce 
with his aces? 


Answer: He certainly should 


have. Many begimners make the 
mistake of melding a deuce in- 
stead of a joker The joker down 
counts 5 points, while a deuce 
only counts 20 points. They are 
both wild cards and serve the same 
purpose. You may want to freeze 
the pack and you do not want to 
freeze it with a card that counts 
5 points, when you could freeze 
it with a card that counts only 20 
points. Therefore get into the 
habit of playing your jokers in 
preference to your deuces.

The supreme court Moday upheld 
Judge Harold R. Medina's action 
in jailing three Red leaders for 
contempt 
during 
the turbulen 


New York trial that led to con- 
viction of 11 top U. S. Commun- 
ists. 


The high court acted indirectly 


By a 7 to 1 vote it refused to 
hear appeals by the trip. The brief 
order gave no reasons for the 
decision. 
Justice Black Dissented 
Justice Black dissented, holding 


that the case' should be reviewed 
Justice Douglas, recuperating from 
injuries he received in,a riding 
accident Oct. 2, took no part in 
"the 
decision. 


The 11 Communists party lead- 


ers were convicted by a jury in 
Medina's court last Friday of 
conspiracy 
to advocate forcible 


overthrow 
of the 
government 


They face possible sentences up 
to 10 years in prison plus fines 
of $10,000 each. 


Last summer Judge Medina or- 


dered three of the leaders jailec 
for the duration of the nine- 
months-long trial. They are Gus 
Hall, Ohio State Communist chair- 
man; Henry Winston, organizat- 
ional secretary; and Gilbert Green 
Illinois chairman. 


Hall and Winston were punish- 


ed for creating a. disturbance in 
the court room. Green was jailec 
after he said to the judge: "I 
thought you were going to give us 
a chance to prove our case." 


The three argued, in their ap- 


peal to the supreme court, that 
the judge's action was designed 
"to pressure the' petitioners, on 
pain of continued imprisonment, 
to hurry their defense to a close." 
Others Sent To Jail 
Immediately after last Friday's 


verdict, Judge Medina ordered a 
fourth defendant, Eugene Dennis, 
and five defense lawyers to be 
jailed for criminal contempt. They 
announced -they plan to ,file ap- 
peals similar to those which the 
court rejected today. 


Appeals are also planned from 


the conspiracy conviction itself. 


The supreme court disposed of 


some 200 cases in its orders to- 
day. No formal opinions were 
handed down. Among the actions 
were these: 


1. The court agreed to review 


a decision that the 1949 federal 
rent control act is invalid. 


2. The court agreed to hear 


the cases of two women charged 
with contempt of Congress. They 
were accused of failure to pro- 
duce records which the House un- 
American

committee 


asked for. 


The two are Miss Helen R. 


Bryan 
and Mrs. Ernestina 
G. 


Fleischman, members of the joint 
anti-Fasist refugee committee. 


3. The court refused to rule on 


a lower court ruling overturning 
the contempt conviction of a wit- 
ness in the Alger Hiss case. The 
action has the effect of letting the 
witness go free of the conviction. 


The witness, William Rosen, 65, 


of Santa Monica, Calif., was sen- 
tenced to six months in jail for 
refusing to answer questions be- 
fore the New York grand jur| 
which considered the case of Hiss, 
former state department official 
now facing retrial on perjury 
charges.

The doctor made these remarks 


n commenting on a statement 
made to the surgical Congress by 
Dr. W. P. Nicholson of St. Jo- 
ephs . Infirmary, Atlanta. 
Nicholson declared: 
"The breast was put on a wom- 
n for the purpose of secreting 
nilk and when it carries out that 
iiirpose she is less likely to have

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18—(£>)— 


Advocates of a bigger Air Force 
won a major, victory last ight as 
Senators who had been holding 
out for 48 air. groups gave in at 
last to House demands that Con- 
gress vote money for 58. 


The long-standing deadlock had 


been one of the major obstacles to 
early adjournment of Congress. 
Differences between Senate and 
House had blocked approval of a 
fifteen billion dollar bill to .fi- 
nance the armed services for this 
year. ' 


Senate Must Approve 
The senators' capitulation to 


House demands still must be ap- 
proved by the full Senate and 
House. Differences between the 
two branches have held up ap- 
proval of funds for the armed 
forces for this year. 


Mr. Truman had sided with 


the Senate in the dispute over Air 
Force funds. 


Twice last week he said that 


48 groups 'was enough, and 'that 
there was no need to spend the 
$741,386,000 additional necessary 
to build the force up to 58 groups. 


An Air Force group varies in 


size according to the type of plan- 
es in it. A- group of B-36 bombers 
has 30 planes; one of fighters has 
75. 


The amount of money which 


was in dispute is estimated to 
provide an added 400 combat 
planes of all types for the Air 
Force. 


The break came shortly after 


the Senate appropriations com- 
mittee approved the full $1,314,- 
010,000 the Truman administra- 
tion asked to help re-arm non- 
Comniunist nations. Senate pass- 
age is expected. The House has 
already voted a similar sum. 


, In addition to approving the 


foreign arms program money, the 
Senat committee okayed funds to 
build a radar screen around the 
United States, and for military 


construction in Alaska and Ok- 
inawa. 
A Vast Radar Screen 
The vast radar screen—a sys- 


tem of mechanical eyes watching 
the skies for 
enemy 
planes— 


would cost millions. The commit- 
tee voted $17,000,000 in cash and 
$33,000,000 in contract authority 
for. the first year's construction. 


The Senate members of; the 


conference committee voted 5 to 
2 at a night session of. the group 
to report back to the Senate that 
they were unable to. reach an 
agreement with the House. 


But the House, members refus- 


ed- to vote a- disagreement, and 
Hep. ace (D-Ga) told reporters he 
hoped the senators would recon- 
sider tomorrow and agree to a 
resumption of negotiations.
